MOSCOW, Feb. 18 (UP) —A 
top Soviet official was revealed 
today to have said that the So- 
viet Union has the means to 
deliver and drop the hydrogen 
bomb on American cities and 
to have hinted at ocean-span- 
ning rockets. 

First Deputy Premier Anastas 
I. Mikoyan, in a speech to the 
Twentieth Communist Party 
congress now in session, warned: 

“In the event of American ag- 
gression, hydrogen bombs can 
in return fall on American cit- 
ies, too. Nor will the Ameri- 
can imperialists be able to hide 
from these bombs. They will 
not be able to hide their factor- 
ies.” 

Echoed by Zhukov. 

Mikoyan’s threat made earlier 
in the week, was echoed today 
by Soviet Defense Minister 
Marshal Georgi Zhukov, who 
also said that nuclear and 
thermonuclear weapons would 
fall on American territory if 
Americans start aggression. 

Zhukov said both the Soviet 


Union and the United States | 
have such weapons, as well as | 
the means of delivering them |

Molotov also addressed today’s 
session. It was understood that 
Molotov repeated the basic 
principles of Soviet foreign pol- 
icy aS outlined by party boss 
Nikita S. Khrushchev and Mi- 
kovan. 

Mikoyan addressed the party 
congress Thursday but his 
speech was not published until 
today. In it, he also criticized 
the late Premier Stalin. by 
name, attacking the “cult of 
the individual’ which he said 
reigned over the Soviet Union 
for 20 years and challenging 
Stalin's written works. 

Mikoyan, a veteran Soviet 
leader, hinted that Russia al- 
ready may have an interconti- 
nental missile eapable of car- 
rying atomi¢e and hydrogen war- 
heads. 

He said war was not inevit- 
able, with one of the deter- 
rents being the fact that both 
East and West have hydrogen 
and atomic bombs. 

Warmongers, he _ said, 
restrained, apart from public 
Opinion, apart from the great 
military strength of the coup- 
tries of socialism, by another 
new important circumstance. It 
is the appearance of atomic and 
hydrogen bombs not only in 
America but also in the Soviet 
Union, as well as the means 
to carry these bombs to any 
point of the globe by aircraft 
or rockets.” 


‘Best People Will Unite. | 


Mikoyan then added: 

“We believe that if anyone 
attempts to drop a hydrogen or | 
atomic bomb, the best people 
of mankind will not allow civili- 
zation to perish. 

“They will immediately unite, 
will put the aggressors into 
strait-jackets and will put an 
end to all wars and to capital- 
ism at the same time.” 

Soviet press reports said that 
this statement was greeted by 
delegates with “prolonged ap- 
plause.” 

“Hydrogen and atomic war- 
fare can bring about great 
devastation,” Mikoyan _ said. 
“But it cannot result in the 
destruction of mankind and its 
civilization. It will destroy the 
outdated and pernicious regime 
of capitalism in its imperialist

Fourteen Midwestern univer- 
Sities, including Washington 
University, have--been author- 
ized by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission to plan jointly the con- 
struction of an atomic particle 
accelerator, or “atom smasher,” 
believed to be the most power- 
ful in the world, the AEC an- 
nounced today. 

The cost and the location of 
the machine, which will be used 
in basic nuclear research, have 
not yet been determined. 

George E. Pake, chairman of 
the department of physics at 
Washington University and a 
director of the Midwest Univer- 
sities Research Association, 
which has been formed to carry 
out the project, said planning 
might be finished in one year. 
Construction of the accelerator 
probably will not be completed 
before 1961 at the earliest, he 
said. 

100 Billion Electron Volts. 

Pake said it is hoped that the 
machine will be able to produce 
beams of atomic particles with 
energies of as. high as 100 bil- 
lion electron volts. 

The AEC’s accelerator at 
Brookhaven National Labora- 
tory, Long Island, N.Y., now 
under construction, will produce 
particles with energies of 30 
billion electron volts, and, it is 
believed, will be the world's 
most powerful atom smasher 
when finished in 1960. 

It is reported that scientists 
in the Soviet Union are design- 
ing accelerators with energies 
ranging from 25 to 100 billion 
electron volts. A 10 billion volt 
machine is expected to be com- 
pleted by the Russians this year. 
Most powerful accelerator now 
in operation is the six billion 
volt betatron at Berkeley, Calif. 

In the accelerators, the high- 
speed, high-energy beams of 
particles are aimed at “targets” 
of atoms. Particles produced 
by these ‘“‘smashed” atoms pro- 
vide important data to scien- 
tists who are studying the na- 


ture of atomic nuclei. 


New Research Center? 


It is hoped the machine which 
is being designed by the Mid- 
western scientific group will 
be the heart of a new center 
of physics research, which could 
be the size of a fairly large 
university, Pake said.

BRITISH TROOP 
PLANE CRASHES, 
5] ARE KILLED 


Craft Ferrying Soldiers 
Home From Egypt 
Falls on Take-Off at 
Malta. 


VALLETTA, Malta, Feb 
(AP)\—A  four-engined plane 
carrying British troops home 


from Egypt crashed and burned 
at Tuga airport today, killing 
all 51 persons aboard, including 
a stewardess. 

The plane, on charter to the 
War Office, was reported to 
have caught fire over the sea 
shortly after leaving the field. 
The pilot radioed the airport 
tower that he was in trouble 
and was returning. 

A farmer said the plane came 
in from the sea, losing height 
rapidly, and plunged into a 
field. Rescue parties trying to 
reach the wreck were hampered 
at the hilly terrain. Fire en- 
gines found it difficult to ap- 
proach the blazing aircraft. 

A naval doctor who landed 
at the crash sc fenmreo RAHT 
at the crash scene from a heli- 
copter said: “There is nothing 
I ean do. Strewn around the 
smolding wreckage were pay- 
books, photographs, magazines, 
packets of cigarettes. 

Americans from a naval unit 
based in Malta joined British 
soldiers, sailors and airmen In 
searching for bodies. 

The plané, belonging to Scot- 
tish Airlines, was tound for 
Stansted Abbot's airport, Essex, 
England. It crashed near the 
Blue Grotto, known to many 
tourists. Forty-five service men 
and a crew of six were aboard. 

The soldiers who died in 
the crash came from various 
army units serving in the Suez 
Canal Zone area. Some were 
going on leave. Others were 
headed home for discharge, and 
some were being reassigned. 


BOMB IN MAIL EXPLODES AT

Two Postal Employes Burned 

Putting Out Resultant Fire

NEW QRLEANS, Feb. 18 (AP) 
— A home-made bomb ex- 
ploded today on a loading plat- 
form at the main New Orleans 
post office. 

Two postal employes, Leonard 
J. Payton and Bourbon Wells 
Sr., received burns while ex- 
tinguishing the fire that re- 
sulted. Neither was hurt seri- 
ously. 

The bomb was in a mail-filled 
bag being transferred from a 
truck to the post office. Postal 
inspectors found wire and glass 


fragments in debris from the 
explosion. 
Joseph J. Zarza, postal in- 


spector, said the bomb operated 
on a one-cell battery. He de- 
clined to identify the sender 
or the person to whom the 
package was addressed 

Clerks said explosion 
caused a bright flash, and could 
be héard blocks away. The ex- 
plosion and fire destroyed other 
packages and letters.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 — 

President Eisenhower's veto of 
the natural gas bill is his first 
fundamental break with the 
centrist Democratic-Republican 
coalition that actually con- 
trois Congress most of the time. 

His action will have such 
deep domestic politiéal’ reper- 
cussions that it is freely de- 
scribed at the Capitol on all 
sides as the most important in 
t22 purely political sense that 
he ever took in his are 
to Congress. 

Implications of Veto. 

These are among the immedi- 
ate and generally predicted im- 
plications of the President's de- 
cision to rebuke what he termed 
the “arrogant” actions that ac- 
companied the Senate's approv- 
al last week of the bill: 

1. It will shake deeply, and 
possibly even end, the long 
co-operative arrangement be- 
tween the President and the 
Democratic Senate leader, 
Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas, 
that has been one of the most 
striking aspects of the Eisen- 
hower Administration. 

2 It involves the President's 
first clear-cut repudiation of 
the Senate R®publican lead- 
er. William F. Knowland of 
California, and every other 
member of the party hierarchy 
in the Senate as well. 

3 It will widen the lJong- 
existing estrangement be- 
tween the President and the 
Democratic Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, 
Sam Rayburn of Texas. 

4. It has cast into some- 
thing approaching terror 
some of those Senate Repub- 
licans, particularly among 
those up for re-election this 
vear, who had supported the 
bill in the belief that the 
President was behind it. 

5. It has led to widespread 
but far from universal con- 
gressional speculation that the 
President is preparing to ac- 
cept a renomination. 

6. A congressional minority 
holds the view that the Presi- 
dent's own intentions, what- 
ever they might be, were not 
involved in his veto action. 

Challenge to Both Sides. 

What is indisputably clear at 
the Capitol is that the Presi- 
dent for the first time has 
frontally challenged, on the 
most sensitive possible issue, 
the powerful “middle-road” 
Democratic Senate regency 
headed by Johnson. 

The same is true of the less 
powerful Republican regency 
headed by Senator Knowland, 
whose position as minority lead- 
er has not been in fact so help- 
ful to the President on some 
past issues as has that of John- 
son. 

Johnson brought the gas bill 
to the floor in an election year 
over the implied—but so far as 
can be learned, not the direct 
and strongly voiced—protest of 
five of.the nine members of.the 
Senate "Democratic-poHty ¢dm- 
mittee, of which he is chairman. 

As a Senator from a gas-pro- 
ducing state he was regarded 
by many as acting wholly tra- 
ditionally in attempting to pro- 
mote its economic interest. This 


the gas-producing state of Cali- 
fornia. 

Johnson, however, put behind 
the bill not merely his force as 
a Senator from Texas but to an 
extraordinary degree he pledged 
to the enterprise all the pres- 
tige of his position as a party 
leader. 

Thought It Would be Signed. 

Both he and Knowland acted 
in the implicit belief that the 
President was for the bill and 
would sign. 

But while Knowland’s strong 
advocacy of the measure an- 
noyed only a minority of his 
party in the Senate, Johnson's 
insistent course gravely troubled 
ajmajority of his party. 

The Senate vote on passage 
of the bill found 31 Republicans 
and 22 Democrats for it and 24 
Democrats and 14 Republicans 
against it 

Johnson, therefore, for the 
first time in his career led 
for a measure that a majority 
of his own party rejected.

Veto and Rebuke 


President Eisenhower's veto of the natural gas 
bill is an outstanding service to millions of con- 
sumers and a rebuke to the Senate. 


The Senate approached the gas grab by rashly 
passing the exemption bill before investigating 
the oil-smeared lobbying tactics used to promote 
it. Later a Senate committee traced the $2500 
cash offer disclosed by Senator Case of South 
Dakota to an oil company executive. But the bill 
still would have become law had not the Presi- 
dent blocked the way. 

Mr. Eisenhower describes the lobbying efforts 
as “so arrogant and so much in defiance of ac- 
ceptable standards of propriety as to risk creat- 
ing doubt among the American people concern- 
ing the integrity of governmental processes.” 


No Lug in the Schools 

Failure of the St. Louis Schoo] Board to pro- 
hibit the solicitation of political contributions 
from school employes is perfectly understand- 
able. 

The members who now dominate the Board 
owe their seats to the ward politicians who need 
financial help in the campaign against Mayor 
Tucker's citizens’ charter committee. And so 
for past favors granted, the Board majority is 
willing to look the other way while the politi- 
cians collect a one per cent salary lug on the 
school system's non-teaching employes. 

What is difficult to understand, however, is 
why Mrs. Edward M. Harrington and Dr. Walter 
A. Younge went along with the spoilsmen. Beth 
were appointed by Mavor Tucker to fill unex- 
pired terms.

VA Chiseler and the Taxpayer 

Representative Olin E. Teague (Dem.), of 
Texas, who is chairman of the House Veterans 
Affairs Committee, makes a good suggestion for 
people “interested in helping the Government 
and helping the veteran.” Veterans’ organizations 
should be particularly interested in his sugges- 
tion that all persons knowing of abuses of the 
Federal system of free Veterans’ Administration 
care for penniless veterans do what they can to 
eliminate these abuses. 

Typical of the abuses Mr. Teague has in mind 
are these two cases from a General Accounting 
Office sample survey: (1) A retired construction 
engineer with net worth of $507,670 and annual 
income of $21,719 got free VA hospitalization for 
25 days. (2) A farmer with net worth of $128,033 
and annual income of $3000 also got free care 
for 25 days. Both men were treated for non-serv- 
ice connected ailments after observing the law 
by swearing they were unable to pay. 

Only a small perc®ntage of veterans are guilty 
of this practice, Representative Teague points 
out, but one such case in a community gives a 
black eye “to the whole veterans’ program.” The 
law, of course, should be changed but no prog- 
ress has ever been made in this direction. 

Mr. Teague, in seeking a remedy, is consider- 
ing releasing the names of men in such cases of 
chiseling as the two cited. That might well be 
done. 

Veterans’ groups could campaign within their 
organizations against such chiseling. If they 
checked they might find that frequently such a 
civilian chiseler of today was that odious charac- 
ter who shirked his duty when he wore the uni- 
form by “riding the sick book.” And certainly 
the man who gets free VA treatment with a 
false oath is swindling not only the Government 


but also the taxpayer whose money provides his 
care. 
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Saudi Arabia Tank Deal 

The State Department has done right, in our 
Opinion, in cancelling its projected shipment of 
18 light tanks to Saudi Arabia. The tanks, which 
were loatied on barges at a New York pier, were 
awaiting transfer to a freighter bound for the 
Middle East, at the time the cancellation order 
was announced in Washington. 

\s explained by the State Department. the 
tanks were ordered by Saudi Arabia last spring. 
This was under an arms assistance agreement of 
1951. In turn ihe sale was approved last fall. A 
spokesman fof the department said the tanks 
were to be used “in connection with a United 
states traiming mission's operations” in Saudi 
Arabia, The 1951 agreement also provided for 
the maintenance by this country of an air base 
at Dahran, on the Persian Gulf. This base, 
which is considered most important, can be con- 
tinued if the agreement is renewed when it ex- 
pires in four months. 

This is the background of the controversy over 
the tanks. Assume that it justified not only the 
agreement with Saudi Arabia, but the plan to 
transfer the tanks. That was before the recent 
violent outbreaks between the Arabs and the 
Israeli. Since that trouble, which has been a 
danger to world peace, it would have been in- 
finitely better to have negotiated changes that 
would have substituted economic assistance for 
military equipment.

The $2500 which 
Senator Case re-

Even if the senatorial investigators 
accept this version of the transaction, 
passing over the source and timing of 
the offer and other evidence which 
might suggest an effort to influence 
Senator Case’s vote on the natural gas 
bill specifically, the question inevitably 
arises of whether elected federal, offi- 
cials are not frequently put under obli- 
gation by their need to rely on private 
contributors to finance their campaigns.

Efforts either to hold down campaign 
spending or to provide more eftective 
publicity concerning it—the latter is 
now generally considered the more use- 
ful approach—repeatedly run up against 
two major difficulties 

One is that any number of separate 
organizations can be formed to support 
a candidate’s campaign: the other is 
that limitations or outright prohibitions 
upon donations from big contributors, 
notably corporations and labor organiza- 
tions, do not prevent dispersal of funds 
through individuals associated with such 
groups, and even through members of 
their families. 

Both these legal dodges tend not only 
to evade the unrealistic restrictions 
that have been placed upon campaign 
spending, but to confuse the public ac- 
counting candidates are supposed to give 
of’ where they get their campaign funds 
and how they spend them. 

In a country as big as the United 
States, where running for office in any 
sizable constituency is enormously ex- 
pensive, it may be questioned whether 


-any tightening of the law governing 


political financing from private funds 
will really prevent candidates from feel- 
ing beholden to special interests. 

For this reason, we hope the proposed 
investigation will consider the various 
proposals that have been made for pro- 
viding campaign funds from _ public 
monies. That it is a radical reform un- 
likely to be adopted overnight is self- 
evident. But in principle, we do be- 
lieve that financing politica] contests out 
of the public treasury would be a long 
step toward the prevention of oligarchy 
and the preservation of American de 
mocracy. 
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St. Louis Points the Way 
From The Kansas City Star 


Since the first of the year the Metro- 
politan St. Louis Sewer district has 
operated and maintained all of the sani- 
tary facilities in that vast and complex 
urban area. In one bold move, the 
voters of both St. Louis and St. Louis 
county welded together 111 separate 
and distinct sewer systems. It should 
result in a cheaper and far more effi- 
cient operation. 

This surely ranks as one of the stand- 
out examples of area co-operation in 
the United States. With its own mount- 
ing sewage and metropolitan problems, 


Greater Kansas City will have the op- 


portunity cf watching closely the St. 
Louis experience. 

Another and different example is 
found in the Allegheny County Sanitary 
authority where 100 million dollars in 
revenue bond funds are presently being 
spent to provide sanitary treatment fa- 
cilities jointly for sixty-seven communi- 
ties in the Pittsburgh metropolitan area. 


As Mayor Raymond R. Tucker of St. 
Louis points out, all metropolitan areas 
have a number of common features, but 
no two regions are exactly parallel. 
“There is no such thing,” adds the 
mayor, “as a single, universal formula 
that can solve the problems of all cities 
and their suburbs.” 

However, by carefully observing the 
successes and failures of significarft 
developments in St. Louis, and wher- 
ever else important regional progress is 
being made, Greater Kansas City will 
be able to work out far more intelli- 
gently a formula of its own. 

On the opposite side of this state it 
is being clearly demonstrated that huge 
urban problems far outshadow local 
antagonisms, even those built up over 
a period of many years. On paper, it 
is obvious that metropolitan co-opera- 
tion is the logical and most economic 
way to solve area problems. In Greater 
St. Louis the proof can be found.

Some éf 
them, such as the Florida Scoutmaster 
Story are now rather shop-worn, but 
there are also a number of: fantastie 
incidents that have not been previously 
publicized. , 
As to whether or not the saucerS 
really do exist, the author leaves it t6 
the reader to decide for himself. His 
report is largely a comprehensive survey 
of the evidence, written in popular- 
narrative style, including visual sight- 
ings confirmed by the unemotional eye 
of radar, motion picture films, and a 
discomforting amount of miscellaneous 
data that simply can’t be explained in 
terms of anything we know about now. 
Though some of the Air Force’s detec- 
tive work on the UFO's was admittedly 
rather slip-shod, it is fascinating to read 
about.

BAVARIAN FANTASY: THE STORY OF LUDWIG 1! 
by Desmond Chapman-Huston and edited by 

Osyth Leeston. (Library Publishers, 3/4 pgs., $4.75.) 

Although regarded by many histori- 
ans as the enigmatic king, Ludwig II, 
member of the pewerful Wittelsbach 
family which ruled Bavaria for abeut 
800 years, was beloved by Bavarians 
and thought of as their Fairy King. 
Much can be said about Ludwig's seem- 
ing disregard for matters concerning 
the crown and his mental deterioration, 
but on the throne he ruled with the de- 
corum befitting his position. His great- 
est contributions to Bavaria were in the 
field of art, particularly through his 
financial support of Wagner which in- 
sured the genius of the composer for 
posterity. 

Ludwig's biography is told bv the 
king himself through previously unpub- 
lished letters, diaries, journals and mem- 
oranda compiled by Desmond Chapman- 
Huston. The book is intended to be sub 
jective, and pictures the Wittelsbach 
heir as a lonely man, who, even as a 
child, seeks to escape from reality into 
a world of fantasy. These revelations do 
not excuse Ludwig's faults as a mon- 
arch, but they help in shedding light on 
his personality and character.

For any holiday we like to plan 
special food, and it is natural 
to choose a dish that features 
cherries on this date. 

That well-known story about 
George Washington and the 
cherry tree was probably fabri- 
cated. At least it make a hu- 
man hero of the dignified fig- 
ure. Possibly it. developed a 


pattern of honestv among the 
young. 
There are a number of good 


reasons for featuring canned 
cherries at this time of year. 
There is no better canned fruit. 
We like it by itself or with a 
cake type of pudding or with 
waffles. The latter can be 
baked at the table and served 
with a thickened sauce poured 
around the cherries. For a spe- 
cial occasion; the waffles may 
be topped with ice cream before 
they are covered with the cher- 
ries. 

Instead of a thick sauce you 
may like to heat the cherry 
juice with a little extra sugar. 
When this is dissolved the cher- 
ries may be returned to the 
puice and flavored with rum or 
brandy. When blazing rum is 
added the fruit is featured as 
Cherry Jubilee.

On Wet Windows and Walls. 


HERE are all sorts of ways 
T to pass the next few weeks. 

Some people go South where 
its nice and warm and the 
swimming and fishing are good. 
Some people just go to bed and 
stay there until the first robin 
arrives in April or May. We 
spend most of the winter read- 
ing and answering letters from 
readers who are troubled with 
one form or another of con- 
densation—wet walls, sweating 
windows, frosty windows and 
things like that. 

It's preity hard to tell some- 
one how to correct condensation 
in one or two words and its 
even harder if youve: neve 
seen the house aon | know 
about its construction or 
bad the suiation reall: 
So we thought maybe if 
we took this space to tell you 
what sort of information we 
need on this subject to answer 
vour questions, we might all 
be happier. 

The sort of information to 
write us if you have a conden- 
sation problem is whether or 
not you have storm windows, 
whether the house is insulated 
and whether or not you've had 
this problem of wet windows 
and walls before or whether 
this is the first year it’s hap- 
pened. 

We'd like to know what type 
of heating system you have— 
forced hot air, steam or hot 
water and we'd like to know 
what sort of fuel you use—coal, 
oil or gas. We need to know 
whether or not you have attic 
louvers or perhaps an exhaust 
fan in the kitchen or bathroom. 

It's helpful to us to know 
how warm you try to keep the 


house and also the number ofs 


people in the household. We'd 
also like to know the age of 
the house—whether it’s new, a 
few years old or maybe pretty 
old—40 or 50 years or there- 
abouts. 

If you can let us have infor- 
mation of this nature, we fee! 
pretty sure that we'll be able 
to get a letter off to ‘you which 
“ wil be helpful in licking this 

oblem of condensation.

A glance at the North-South 
hands discloses that it would 
have. been considerably more 
discreet to double seven hearts 
than to try for seven spades, 
but if South had taken advan- 
tage of a certain bit of luck, he 
could have laughed at this 
observation. 


West opened the heart king. 
Declarer ruffed and drew 
trumps in three leads, then 
cashed all his diamond tricks. 
Now, when the low club was 
played from the closed hand 
and the jack appeared from 
West, South didn't know what 
to do. Had West started with 
seven or eight hearts? In other 
words, was the club jack a sin- 
gieton, or did West have the 
club queen as well? 

Whether declarer should have 
guessed the actual situation is 
scarcely to the point; the fact 
is that he did not. He led a 
club to the ace in the hope of 
dropping the queen—and went 
down one. 

If South had been a little 
more astute—or careful — he 
would have known how to solve 
the vital problem in clubs.. At 
Trick 2 he should have entered 
dummy with a trump and ruffed 
a second heart high, then re- 
entered with another trump to 
ruff the third heart In this 
way he would have seen ‘that 
Fast started with only two 
hearts, and he soon would have 
a dependable count on the hand 
After drawing trumps and run- 
ning the diamonds, he would 
know that West started with 
eight hearts, one spade and 
three diamonds, hence that he 
must have precisely one club. 
When that club turned out to 
be the jack ‘on a lead to dum- 
my’s king), South would have a 
guaranteed finesse against the 
club queen.

EBRUARY is Heart 
Fi: is the month to 

course of action to protect 
your heart. In St. Louis, as 
well as throughout the nation, 
heart disease is the leading 
cause of death. There are over 
twice as many deaths from 
heart disease as there are from 
cancer, the second leading cause 
of death. Last year in St. Louis 
diseases of the heart and blood 
vessels were responsible for 
4882 deaths, or 55 per cent of 
the total resident deaths re- 
corded, 

In spite of these statistics 
circumstances have never been 
more favorable for a successtul 
outcome in the fight to control 
the ravages of heart disease. 

The term “neart disease” 
covers over 20 different types 
of heart ailments. It is no re- 
specter of age. Congenital mal- 
formations of the heart, which 
are evidenced at birth, are 
fortunately comparatively few 
and surgical procedures are 
now available to correct many 
of these malformations. Drugs 
now help to prevent rheumatic

fever and the resulting rheu- 
matic heart disease. which have 
constituted the leading fatal 


disease among those between 
the ages of 5 and 19. Hyper- 
tension (high blood pressure’)—a 
problem of the middle-aged— 
throws an additional burden on 
the heart and arteries to wear 
out sooner. However, in many 
instances and under competent 
medical: supervision, hyperten- 
sion can be controlled and many 
people who have it live to a 
normal old age. The increasing 
death rate for coronary heart 
disease—most common after 50 
—is explained in a large meas- 
ure by the fact that the life 
span is increasing and a greater 
number of people now live to 
advanced ages. 

If you have the least suspi- 
cion that you have heart disease 
see your physician immediately. 
Your suspicions may be wrong 
but it is better to know for sure 
than to worry. If your doctor 
finds that you do have a heart 
condition it does not necessarily 
follow that your life span will 
be shortened or that you will 
be an invalid.
